Get Flour Without Substitute 

The footl administrator has handed 
us the following: •*When a farmer 
'^brings to a mill, or to an elevator, 
grain grown by himself, the mill or the 
elevator will deliver to him on a toll or 
exchange basis a sufficient amount of 
fiour, without substitutes, to pro v Id n 
eight pounds per month for each per- 
son in his household or establishment 
until October 1, 1918, providing that 
the farmer signs a certificate and that 
the miller has a reoeonable cause to be* 
\lieve the truth thereof. '

the farmer has given facta and that the 
grain was raised on bis farm.

From 167 acres and 8G buildings with 
a capacity of IGOO sailors, the station 
has grown and developed until it now 
corers- 1,000. acres, 850 buildings are 
completed or under construction and 
60,000 jackies can be trained at one

Camp Gordon, Ga. 
Aug. 4, 1918- 
Dear Friend A. B. 

I am still hanging around Camp Gor- 
don but notat the same old stand. 
Things have changed very fast for some 
of the buys since the day we arrived 
and another six weeks will see a lot 
more sudden changes. The army life 
is chongca WRck in and week out, and 
for my self I have had two weeks of 
jumping around. I might say here 
that your information about my bad 
knee prevenfing my being among the 
lucky ones to go across was a wrong 
statement, and I guess the way it came 
about was caused by so much commo- 
ition in camp during the weeks of the 
departure of the company, OF course 
the company knew a week ahead of 
their movement and seme of the boys 
wrote queer things in their letters, all 
excitement and a happier bunch you 
couldn't find, as I know as well as the 
othersix sergeants and seven corporals 
that we were left behind the company. 
There might be some questions as why 
we were left behind. We were pick- 
ed as the best drilled men and most 
active ones in the company, in order 
to carry out the work of drilling and 
making new soldiers for the next ship- 
ment. 

My change came immediately after 
the company left, into the sixty* sec- 
ond company we went from there to 
the Fourth Replacement Regiment, 
Ten'th Training Battalion. All of us 
being split up into different companies. 
Companies run from A. to M. Some 
Waukegan boys, Mitchell from Luke 
Villa, all in different companies. 

I am in company *'D" with a lot of 
nice boys all sergeants and corporals. 
You, might understand what the idea 
is, providing the plans worlds out. The 
demand for lieutenants is great, many 
called to France, there must bo good 
men to take their place. Right now h 
where some of us is going to be lucky, 
And me for one is trying and giving 
all I have in me to reach to the top of 
the ladder. 

We got our men a week ago Satur- 
day, all Iowa men and some men I tell 
you, all corn fed I guess, and men that 
are going to pick up soldiering very 
quickly. I have the handling of fifty- 
six of thnm, learning them the facin;;s, 
manual of arms, etc., after five weeks 
of this kind of work giving them uU 
the things that was given me to learn. 
I will have the chance to attend the 
officers training school and come out a 
lieutenant, or if plans are changed and

Any More Free Papers 

Many people have an eroneous idea 
that the government's ban on sending 
packages overseas includes newspap- 
ers, magazines and the like. The war 
department makes a special announce- 
ment thut not only may printed mat- 
ter be sent abroad, without requisition, 
but that'all kinds of papers and period- 
icals arc moat welcoma at the front.. 

Since the beginning of the war we 
have maJe a practice, of sending papers 
each week, to several^^ of the boys in 
service, hue the government, looking 
to the conservation of paper, bus issued 
orders ihut each printing ofiice must 
cut from its list all free papers, In- 
cluding exchanges and soldiers mail. 
So from now on we are prohibited from 
sending The News to any ■ soldier unless 
itjs subscribed for and paid for, either 
by theniBelves or a friend. If you wish 
your bov to get The News each week 
subscribe for him and we will see that 
It is 'mailed to him each Thursday af- 
ternoon. . , .

Boys Write Home 

On Their Honor 

The American expeditionary forces 
in France, at least some of the boys 
over there, now have the privilege' of 
writing letters to their friends over 
here, and not having the contents cen- 
sored regimentally, although the letters 
all must pass through the hands of the 
base censor. 

The envelopes which are being used 
by the boys over there are printed with 
instructions to the writer, and the 
bottom of the envelope carries this 
pledge: 

"I certify on my honor that the con- 
tents of this envelope refer to nothing 
but private and family matters." 
Directly underneath is a place for the 
signature of the soldier sending the 
letter. 

Several letters may be enclosed in 
the same wrapper, according to the 
inscription, bat in that case it must be 
addressed to the base censor, this 
ofiicial to give the letters a careful in- 
spection and forward them to addresses 
indicated. 

The envelope can not he used for the 
transportation of coin or valuables, nor 
can it be registered. Contents need 
not bo censored by the regimental 
ofiicer if the writer signs the certifi- 
cate above. A few of these uncensoi^ 
ed letters bavo been received by An- 
tioch relatives of the boys over there.

By the most scheming and sacrlflc- 
Ing I ever did In my life I managed to 
hoard two pieces of bread (grudgingly 
spared at the time from my dally ra- 
tions), but 1 was preparing for the day 
when I should escape— If I ever shauld. 
It was not a sacrifice easily made 
either, but Instead of eating bread I 
nte pours until I flually got one piece 
of bread ahead; and when I could 
force myself to stick to the pear diet 
again, I saved the other piece from 
that day's allowance, and In days to 
come I had cause to credit myself fully 
for tlie foresight 

Whenever n new prisoner came In 
and his German hosts had sutlsQed 
thomsolvcs as to his life history and 
taken down all the details— that Is all 
he would give them- he was Immedi- 
ately surrounded by his fellow prison- 
ers, who were eager for any bit of 
news or Information he could possibly 
give them, and as a rule he was glad 
to tell us, because, If he had been in 
the hnnds of tlie Huns for any length 
of time, he had seen very few English 
officers. 

Tlie conditions of this prison were 
bad enough witen a man was in nor- 
mally good health, but It was barbar- 
ous to subject a wounded soldier to 
the hardships and discomforts of the 
place. However, tlils was the fate of 
a poor private we discovered there one 
day In terrlHc pain, suffering from 
ehrapuel In Ids stomach and back. All 
of us officers asked to have him sent 
to n hospital, but the doctors curtly 
refused, saying It was against orders. 
So the poor creature went on suffering 
from day to day and was still there 
when I left— another victim of Ger- 
man cruelty. 

At one time In this prison camp there 
were a French marine, a French Hying 
officer, two Belgian soldiers, and of tho 
United Kingdom one from Canada, two 
from England, three from Ireland, a 
couple from Scotland, one from Wales, 
a man from South Africa, one from 
Algeria, and a New Zealander, the 
latter being from my own squadron, a 
man whom I thought had been killed, 
|Und he was equally surprised when 
brought into the prison to And me 
there. In addition there were a Clil- 
naninn and myself from the U. S. A. 

.It wos quite a cosmopolitan group, 
and us one typical Irishman said. 
*'Sure, and we have every nation timfa 
worth mentioning, Including the darn 
Germans with us whites." Of course 
tills was not translated to tho Ger- 
mans, nor was It even spoken in their 
hearing, or we probably would not 
Javc had quite so cosmopolitan a bunch. 
Each man In the prison was ready to 
Uphold his native country in any argu- 
ment that could possllily be started, 
nnd it goes without saying that I never 
took a hack scat In any of them with 
luy praise for America, with the Cana- 
dian and Chinaman chiming In on. my 
side. But they were friendly argu- 
ments ; wo were all In the same boat 
and that was no place for quarreling. 
Every other morning, the weather 
nllowlng. wo were taken to a large 
ewlraming pool and were allowed to 
Iiave a bath. There were two pooi, 
one for tho German officers and one 
lor, the men. Although we were offi- 
cers, we bad to use the pool occupied 
by the men. While we were In swlm- 
Juing a German guard witli a rifle 
across bis knees sat at each corner of 
tlie pool and watched us closely as 
•Nve dressed and imdressed. English 
Interpreters accompanied us on all of 
these trips, so at no time could we 
talk without their knowing what was 
going on. 

Whenever we were taken out of llie 
prison for any purpose they always 
poraded us through tho most crowded 
streets— evidently to give the popu- 
1ac« an Idea that tb^'y were gctUug 



lots of prisouers. The German sol- 
diers we passed on these' occasions 
made no effort to hide their smiles 
and sneers. 

The Belgian people were apparent- 
ly very curious to sec us, and they 
used to turn out In large numbers 
whenever the word was passed that 
we were out. At times the Gorman 
gimrds would strike the women and 
children who crowded too close to us. 
One day 1 smiled and spoke to a 
pretty girl, and when she replied, a 
German made a run for her. Luckily 
she stepped Into the house before he 
reached her, or I am afraid my salu- 
tation would have resulted seriously 
for her and I would have been power- 
less to have assisted her. 

>Vhenever we passed a Belgian 
homo or other building which had 
been wrecked by bombs by our airmen 
our guards made us atop a moment 
or two while they passed sneering 
remarks among themselve.i. 

One of the most Interesting souve- 
nirs I have of my imprlsomnout at 
Courtral Is a photograph of a group 



of us taken in the prison courtvani. , „ - 

Tho picture was made by one of the ^"'^'^ *''"' "'-^ hciglit (I am six feet 



stretcher. For seven days, ho told us, 
ho had lain In a shell hole, wounded, 
and he was almost famlalied, and wo 
were mighty glad to share' our ban- 
quet with him. 

We called on each hian for a speech, 
and one might have thought that we 
were at a flrst-cluss club meeting. A 
few days after that our party was 
broken up and some of the men, I sup- 
pose. I shall never see again. ^t 
One of the souvenirs of my adven- 
ture Is a check given mo during this 
"banquet" by Lieut. James Uehry 
Dl^Mn of the Tenth Hoyal Irlsli Fu- 
slArs. u fellow prisoner. It was for 
2(r francs and was made payable to 
tlie order of "Mr. Pat O'Brien, 2na 
Lieut." Poor Jim forgot to scratch 
"London" and substitute 
I" on the date line, but Us 
n souvenir Is Just ns great. 
When ho gnve It to me he had no Idea 
that I w(.uld have an opportunity so 
so(m afterward to cash it In person, 
although I am quite sure tiiat wliat- 
evor linandid reverses I may be des- 
tined to niot't, niy want will never be 
great enough to Induce me to realize 
on that cht'ck. 

There was one subject that was 
talked about In this prison whenever 
conversation lagged, and I suppose It 
Is the same in other prisons too. What 
were the cluinces of escape. 

Every nuin seemed to have a differ- 
ent Idea and one way, I suppose, was 
about us Impracticable as another. 
None of us ever expected to get a 
chunco to put our Ideas Into execution, 
but it was interesting spoculatlon, and 
anyway one can never tell what op- 
portunities might present themselves. 
One suggestion was tluit we disguise 
ourselves as women. "O'Brien would 
stand a betttT chance disguised as a 
uorsol" doclnrod another, referring to 



There were dozens of other ways 
which we considered. One inan would 
bo for endeavoring to mako his way 
right through tho lines. Another 
thouglit the safest plan would he to 
swim some river that crossed Uie lines. 

Tho Idea of making one's w'ay to 
Holland, a neutral country, occurred 
to everyone, but the one groat obstacle 
In that direction, wo nil realized, was 
the great barrier of barbed and elec- 
trically charged wire which guards ev- 
ery foot of the frontier between Bel- 
glum and Holland, and which Is closely 
watched by tlio Gornuin sentries. 

This barrier was a three-fold affair. 
It consisted first of a barbed wire wall 
six feet high. Six feet beyond that 
was a nine-foot wall of wire power- 
fully charged with electricity. To 
touch It meant electrocution. "Beyond 
that, at a distance of six feet, was 
another wall of barbed wire six feet 
high. 

Beyond the barrier lay Holland and 
liberty, but bow to get there was a 
problem which none of us could solve 
and few of us over expected to have 
a chance to try. 

Mine came sooner than I expected. 



of my life If I could have gotten j'way 
then and fooled that Hun— ho was. so 
cocksure. 

Later we wore marched to the train 
that was to convoy us to Germany. It 
consisted of some twelve coaches, 
eleven of these containing troops going 
home on leave, and the twelfth re- 
served for us. We were placed In n 
fourth-class compartment with old, 
liard, wooden seats, a filthy floor and 
no lights suvo a candle placed there 
by a guard. There 'were eight of us 
prisoners and four guards. 

As we sat la the coach we were nn 
object of curiosity to tlie crowd who 
gathered at the station. . 

"Hope you have a nice trip I" one of 
them slioutod sarcastically. 

"Drop me a line when you got to 
Berlin, will your' shouted another In 
broken Engllslt." 

"When shall 
asl:"ed a third. 

"Remember me to your friends, -wlU, 
you? You'll find plenty where you>e 
going I" shouted another. 

The Gorman officers made no cfTort 
to repress tho crowd. In. fact, they 
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we see you again?" 




guards, who sold copies of It to tlioKo 
of us who were able to pay bis 
price — one mark apiece. - 

As we faced the camera I suppose 
we ail tried to look our happiest, but 
the majority of us. I am afraid, were 
too sick at heart to raise a smile. 
even for this occasion. One of our 
Hun guards Is shown In the picture 
Bcntcd at the table. I am staudlug 
directly behind him, attired In my fly- 
ing tunic, which tliey allowed me to 
wear all the time I was In prison, as 
Is the usual custom with prisoners of 
war. Three of the British officers 
shown In the picture, in Uie fore- 
ground, are clad In "shorts." 

Through oil my subsequent adven- 
tures I was able to retain a print of 
this interesting picture, and altliougli 
when I gaze at It now It only serves 
lo Increase my gratification at my ulti- 
mate escape. It fills me wltli rogrot to 
tliluk that my fellow prisoners were 
not so fortunate. Ail of thorn by this 
time are undoubtedly eating their 
hearts up in the prison campH of in- 
terior Germany. Poor fellows! 

Despite the scanty fare and the re- 
strictions we were under in this prison, 
we did manage on one occasion to ar- 
range a regular banquet The plan- 
ning which was necessary helped to 
pass the time. 

^ this lime there were eight of us. 
We^ecided that the principal thing 
we needed to nuiko tlie affair a suc- 
cess was potatoes, and I conceived a 
plan to get them. Every other after- 
noon they took us for a walk in tlio 
country, and it occurred to me that 
It would be a comparatively simple 
matter for us to pretend to be tired 
and sit down when we came to the 
first potato potch. 

It worked out nicely. When we 
came to tlie first potato patch that 
afternoon, we told our guards that we 
wanted to rest a bit and we wore 
allowed to sit down. In tlie course 
of the next five minutes each of us 
nmnaged to got a potato or two. Be- 
ing Irish, I got six. 

When wo got back to tho prison, I 
managed to steal a handkorchlof full 
of sugar, which, with some apples that 
wo were allowed to piirclinse, wo eas- 
ily converted Into a .sort of jam. 

We now had potatoes and Jam, but 
no bread. It happened that the Hun 
who Imd cimrge of tlie potatoes was 
n great musician. It was not very 
difficult to prevail upon him to piuy 
us some music, and while he went out 
to got his zither I went Into tlie bread 
pantry and stole a loaf of b'read. 

Most of us had saved some butter 
from the day before, and we used It 
to fry .our potatoes. By bribing one 
of the gimrds, he bought some eggs for 
us. Tlioy cost 25 cents apiece, but we 
were determined to make tills bonquet 
a success, no matter what It cost. 

The cooking was done by tlie prison 
cook, whom, of course, wo had to 
bribe. 

When the meal was ready to serve 
it consisted of scrambled eggs, fried 
potatoes, bread and jam, and a pitchei 
of beer which we were allowed to bay 

That was' the 20th of August. Hud 
I known that It was to l>e the last 
real meal that I was to eat for many 
weeks. I might have enjoyed It even 
more than I did, but it was certainly 
very good. 

We Iiad cooked enough for eight, hut 
Willie we were still ^fating, another 
joined UP. IIo was nn English officer 
who bad Just been brought In on a 



two inches) would make me more coa 
Kplcuous as a woman tliun ns a man. 
Another sii;:t:usted tliat we steal a 
Gorman Goilm— a typo of airplane 
used for long-illstance bombing. It Is 
these machiiifs which are used for 
bombing LoiiUon. They are manned 
by three men. one sitting lu front with 
a machiue gun. the pilot sitting behind 
hliu and an olotrver pitting In the rear 
with another machine gun. We fig- 
ured that, at a pinch, perhaps, seven 
or eight of us could make bur escape 
In a single inaolilne. They have two 
motors of very liigh horse power, fly 
very high ami make wonderful sppoii. 
But we had uo chance to put tills Idea 
to tho tost. 

I worked out another plan by which 
I thought I inl-rlit have a chance If I 
could ever get Into one of the German 
airdromes. I w.uild conceal myself In 
one of the han;:ur.s, wait until one of 
llie German nmddnes started out. and 
as ho taxied along the ground I would 
rush out, shout at tho top of my voice 
and point excitedly at his wheels. This, 
I flgured, would cause the pilot to stop 
and get out to see what was wrong. 
By that time I wuuld be up to him, and 
as he stooped over to Inspect the ma- 
chine, I could iiuock him senseless, 
jump Into the miichlne and bo over the 
lines before the Huns could make up 
their minds jnst what had happened. 
It was a fine dream, but ray 
chance was not to come that way. 



A Leap for Liberty. 
I had been In prison at Conrtral 
nearly three weeks when, on the morn- 
ing of September 0th, I and six other 
officers were told that we were to be 
transferred to a prison camp In Ger- 
nuiny. 

One of the guards told me during the 
day that we were destined for a re- 
prisal camp In Strassburg. They were 
sending us there to keep our airmen 
from bombing the place. 

He explained that the English car- 
ricd Geriunn officers on hospital ships 
for n similar purpose and he excused 
the Germnn practice of torpedoing 
those vessels on tho score that they 
also carried munitions I When I 
pointed out to him that Franco would 
hardly be sending munlUons to Eng- 
land, he lost Interest In the argument 
Some days before, I had made up my 
mind that it would bo a very good 
tiling it> get hold of a map of Germany, 
which I knew was in the possession of 
one of tho German Interpreters, be- 
cause I realized that If ever the op- 
portunity come to make my escape, 
such a map might be of the greatest 
assistance to me. 

With tlie Idea of stealing this map, 
accordingly, a lieutenant and I got In 
front of this Interpreter's window one 
day and engaged in a very hot argu- 
ment as to whether Heidelberg waB on 
the Rhine or not, and we argued back 
and forth so vigorously that the Ger- 
man came out of his room, map In 
hand, to settle It After the matter 
was entirely settled to our satisfac- 
tion, he went back Into his room and 
I watched where ho put the map. 

When, tlierefore. I learned that I was 
on my way to Germany, I realized tliat 
It was more Important than ever for 
mo to get. that map, and with the help 
of my friend, we got the Intoiiireter 
out of his room on some pretext or 
anotlior, and while he was gone I con- 
flseaied the map from the book In 
which he kept It and concealed It In 
my sock underneath my legging. As 
I had antlciiiatcd, It later proved of 
tho utmost value to me, 

I got It none too soon, for half nn 
liour later we were on our way to 
Ghent Our party consisted of five 
British officers and one French officer. 
At Ghent wlierc we had to wait for 
several hours for another train to take 
lis direct to tho prison camp In Ger- 
numy, two other prisoners were added 
to our party. 

In the Interval wc wore locked In a 

room at a hotel, a guard sitting at the 

door with a rifle on his knee. It would 

lliave done my lieart good for tho rest 




Confiscated tho Map. 
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joined In the general laughter which 
followed every sally, 

I called to a Germnn officer who was 
passing our window, 

"You're nn officer, aren't you?" 1 
asked, ri<f?pect fully enough. 

"Ves, what of it?" he rejoined. 

"Well, in England," I said, "we let 
your officers who are prisoners ride 
first class. Can't you fix It so tlmt we 
can be similarly treated, or least bo 
transferred to eecond-cluss compart- 
ment?" 

"If I had my way," he replied, "you*d 
ride with the hogs I'* 

Then he turned to tho crowd and 
told them of my request and how lie 
had answered me, and they all laughed 
hilariously. 
Tills got me pretty hot 

"That would be a d sight 

bettor than riding with the Germans I" 
I yelled after him. but If he consid- 
ered that a good joke, he didn't pass 
It on to the crowd. 

Some montliB later when I liad the 
honor of telling ray story to King 
George, he thought this Incident was 
one of the best Jokos he had ever 
heard. I don't believe he ever laughed 
harder In his life. 

Before our train pulled out, our 
guards had to present their arms for 
Inspection and their rifles were loaded 
In our presence to let us know that 
they meant business. 

From the moment the trnin started 
on Its way to Germany, the thought 
kept coming to my head that unless I 
could make my escape before we 
bed tliat reprisal camp I miglit as 
make up my mind, as far us I 
concerned, tlic war was over. 
It occurred to me that If the eight 
of us In that car could Jump at a given 
signal and seize those four Hun gimrds 
by surprise, we'd have a splendid 
chance of besting them and Jumping 
ofl: the train when It first slowed down, 
but when I passed the idea on to ray 
comrades they turned it down. Even 
If the plan worked out as gloriously 
as I had pictured, they pointed out, 
the fact that so nuuiy of us had es- 
caped would almost Inevitably result 
In our recapture. The Huns *would 
have scoured Belgium till .they bad 
got us and then we would all be shot. 
Perhaps llicy were right 

Novorthclcss, I wns detormluod that, 
no matter what the others decided to 
do, I was going to nmke one bid for 
freedom, come what might 

As we passed tIn*ough village after 
vllinge in Belgium and I realized that 
wo wore getting nearer and nearer to 
that dreaded reprisal - camp, I con- 
cluded that my one and only chance of 
getting free before wo reached It was 
through the window ^ I would have 
to go through tlmt window while tho 
train was going full-speod, because If 
I waited until It had slowed up or 
stopped entirely, It would be a simple 
matter for tho guards to overtake or 
shoot me. 

I opened the window. The guard 
who sat opppslte inc — so close that 
his feet touched mine and tho stock 
of his gun which he held between his 
knees occasionally struck' my foot- 
made no objection, Imagining no doubt 
that I found tho car too warm or tlmt 
the smoke, with which tho compart- 
ment was filled, annoyed me. 

As I opened tho window, the nolso 
the train was making as It thundered 
along' grew louder. It seemed to say: 
"You're a fool If you do ; you're a fool 
If you don't— you*ro a fool if you do — 
you're a fool If you don't"— and I said 



to mysolf "tho noei^ have It," 
closed down tho window again. 

As soon as the window was closed> 
tho noise of the troln nnlurnlly sub- 
sided and Its speed seerac\l to dimin- 
ish, and my plan appealed to mo 
stronger than ever, '■ 

I knew the guard In front of -mo 
didn't understand a word of English, 
and so. In a quiet tone of voice, I con- 
fided to the English officer who sat 
next me what I had planned to do. 

"For God's sake, Pat, chuck Itl'* ho 
urged. "Don't be a lunatic I This rail- 
i-oad Is double-tracked and rock-bal- 
lasted and the -other track la on your 
side. You stand every clumce in tlio 
■world of knocking your brains out 
against the rails, or hitting a bridge or 
a whistling post, and If you t-scapo 
those you will probably be hit by an- 
other train on tho other track. You 
haven't one chance In a tliousand to 
make It.I" 

There was a good deal of logic in 
what he said, but I figured that once I 
was In that reprisal camp I might 
never have even one chance In a thou- 
sand to escape, and the Idea of re- 
maining a prisoner of war Indefinitely 
went against my grain. I resolved to 
take my chance now at the rlslr of 
breaking my neck. 

The car was full of smoke. I looked 
across at the guard. He was rather an 
old mon, going home on leave, and he 
seemed to bo dreaming of what was la 
store for him ratlier than paying any 
particular attention to mo. Once In a 
while I had smiled at him, and I flgured 
that ho hadn't tho slightest' idea of 
what was going through my mind all 
tho time we had boon traveling. 

I began to cough as though my throat 
was badly irritated by the smoke and 
then I opened the window again. Thli 
time the guard looked up and showed 
his dlsapprovnl, but did not say any- 
thing. 

It wns then 4 o'clock In the morn- 
ing and would soon he light. I knew I! 
had to do It right then, or never, an 
there would be no chunte to escape In 
the daytime. 

I had on a trench coat that I baa 
used as a flying coat and wore my 
knapsack, which I had constnictea 
out of a gas bag brought into Comtrali 
by n British prisoner. In this I hndl 
two pieces of broad, a piece of sau- 
sage and a pair of Ilylng mittens. Af 
of them had to go wltli me througli tlif 
window. 

The train was now going at a rate o:l 
Iietween thirty and tbirty-fivo miles at. 
Iiour, and again It seemed to admonlslt 
me as It rattled along over the ties 
"You're n fool If you do— you're a fool' 
If you don't You're a fool If you dnn'J 
—you're a fool If you do. You're n foo». 
If you don't." 

I waited no longer. Standing upon 
the bench ns If to put the bag on thd 
rack and taking hold of the ruck witll 
my loft hand and a strap that Inm^ 
from the top of the car with my right 
I pulled myself up, shoved my feet anil 
legs 'out of the window and let go. 

There was a prayer on my llpg as :i 
went out, and I expected a bullet be- 
tween my shoulders, but It was all 
over In an Instant 

I landed on my loft side and facQ 
burying my lace In tlie rock ballast, 
cutting It open and closing my left 
eye, skinning my hands and shins and 
straining my ankle. For n few mo- 
ments I was completely knocked out 
nnd If tlioy shot at me through tlu' 
window, In the first moments after mj 
escape, I had no way of knowing. 

Of course. If they could have stopped 
the train right then, they could easily 
have recaptured me. but at tho speed \t 
was going and In the confusion which 
must have followed my escape, they 
probably didn't stop within half of a 
mile from the spot where I lay, 

I came to within a fow minutes and 
when I examined myself and found no 
bones broken, I didn't stop to worry 
about my cuts and bruises, but Jumped 
up with the Idea of putting as great a 
distance between me and that track as 
possililc before dBylight came. Still be- 
ing dazed, I forgot all about tlie barbed 
wire fence along the right of way and 
ran full tilt Into It Uight tliere I lost 
one of my two precious pieces of bread, 
whicli foil out of my knapsnclc, but I 
could not stop to look for It then. 

The one thing that was uppermost In 
my mind was that for Uie moment I 
was free, and It was up to me now to 
make the most of my liberty. 
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Traveling at night and hiding 
by day, subslBting on raw vcgc- 
tables stolen from gardens, 
O'Brien crawls through Ger- 
many and Luxemburg toward 
Belgium. Some of the terrlbJo 
hardships that he endured and 
the perils that he encountered 
are dcEcribed In the next

Until the airplane came In the cav- 
alry was the scouting arm of the array, 
says a writer In New York Times. 
Now a large part of the cavalry of 
the United States army has been dis- 
mounted nnd put to mochino guns. 
The. airman Is the scout. This was 
the chief factor In raising camou- 
flage to Its present rank of Impor- 
tance. A mounted scout could scarce- 
ly bo deceived by nrtlflclal onmoullntie. 
Now the, scout passing at heights of 
about 1,500 feet cannot tell whether 
the cnmoullage, If clever, Is arlinclal. 
Ills kodak, however, Is not so easy to 
fool. It will record many things 
which escape the eye. 

For that reason lights nnd shades, 
depressions and knolls In the terrain, 
and shadows have to be cnrnfnlly stud- 
led by the military camoulleur. That 
nmkes It necessary for him to know 
shade and tone value. as they register 
on the eye of the birdnma and on the 
camera lens. 

Under the Instruction of Lieut, H, 
Ledyard Towle of the Heventy-flrst In- 
fantry In the New York division of 
military camouflage. In which the 
men'hoIonK to the aew National army 
and wear the uniform and Insignia of 
the engineers, and on the sleeve the 
letters "M.^^0."— Military Cnmoufleur. 
They Include landscape gardeners, art- 
ists, miniature painters, portrait 
pointers, photograpliers, M'ood workers, 
mural decorators, draftsmen, ond en- 
gineers. It Is probable that these men 
will be used to Instruct the various 
regiments in military camouflage. 
Methods of Teachlno> 

An observer need only follow these 
cnmoufleurs to the 00-acrc tract which 
the city of Yonkers donated to Lieu- 
tenant Towle for cnmoufluge work, or 
Into their great classroom in New 
York city, to get an Idea of the chief 
methods of teaching the value of de- 
pressions, color values, lights and 
shades, nnd locations. There are ad- 
jnstoble wires that tilt the mlnlaturo 
terrain boorda to Just the desired 
slant, so that the soldier can view 
them from the angle of a sharpshoot- 
er, nn If from an alrplone, from the 
rear or from In front. Gauzy curtains 
create an Illusion of various lights at 
dirrerent hours. Thus light blue cur- 
tains make the bvlllght just before 
dawn. Light rose nnd blue and yel- 
low make dawn, noonday, and dusk 
curtains the evening. 

From l,nO0 feet telephone poles, 
camouflaged, disappear. Dugouts with 
a path crossing over thcroof are like 
the side of the Mil.

the foot of the telephone poles, out- 
ward and on both sides, conceal the 
road. To an observer on foot or In 
the air at a thousand feet the hill 
looks deserted — an alniost treeless 
plain with nn distinguishing fenture 
save a neglected old path. ^Yet that 
hillside harbors six dugouts, several 
observation and listening posts, men, 
cannon, macldne guns, and a not- 
work of telephone wires. 

Beyond Youkors ttiore nre trench 
sections with "No Man*s Land" nnd 
Its barbed wire entanglements and dug- 
outs. The trenches are dug so deep 
that the heads of the men do not show 
above the surface, and tlie sod re- 
moved to dig them Is replaced. The 
openings of the dugouts of the 
trenches are not, as Is sometimes sup- 
posed, far behind the trenches. They 
ore In the trenches with the entrance 
oM the enemy side. Bomlis may fall 
in the mouth of the dugout, but sel- 
dom laslde. 

'*Tlie obvious Is sometimes as good 
na the Invisible." Lieutenant Towle 
said recently. "For Instance, the fa- 
mouH dummy fleet the British used. 
Another camouflage to which the Ger- 
mans were dupes was a rod ciinuon, 
scantily cnmounaged. placed by the 
British at the summit of a hill. The 
cannon was visible to every German 
scout flying over It, hut It seemed so 
ohvIouHly n fake that not a single 
enemy bomb was dropped on It. Yet 
It Iield its position for a long time, 
and at night poured Its stream ,oC Ore 
Into the enemy. 

"The same Idea la carried out by 
the American camoutlenrs, who model 
ilunimy men and guns for decoys. The 
enemy air scout sees a portly camou- 
flaged cannon or machine gim with Its 
men bendjng over It at work and the 
smoke pouring from Its nozr.le Inter- 
ndttently. lie cannot see, completely 
hidden from view, a real cannon whose 
men nre firing a deadly volley from 
under cover, nnd whose ammunition 
comes to them through tunnels. ^ 

"Such experiments are being nuulo 
by the military camouflours at Yonk- 
ers. There are other tricks to bo 
learned, for they also do their own 
painting of nrmy equipment bofore'us- 
Ing It. Although nn ambuhmce or 
nrmy truck may not be entirely Invlsl- 
M« on account of the various back- 
grounds it must pass. It can he mot- 
tled Into a very poor target. In mo- 
tion it will appear ps a blur caused by 
heat rays, for It Is mottled In the col- 
ors whoso values constitute colors 
which the sun's rays would make." 
Natural Camouflaae Discarded. 

At flrst natural camouflage waa 
used almost entirely. A clump of 
trees aad bruBh hid a whole machine 
gun coaipany, a group of rocks linrho'r- 
ed a listening post, nnd a deserted mill 
might hold a regiment. But the enemy 
has learned that even the "trees and 
stones hear," and a natural camou- 
flaged refuge la never safe wholly 
from air attack now. Tho most Inno- 
cent seeming ol)Joct Is nevi heloss 
an '.'object," and therefore a target for 
tho scout, whereas n perfectly smooth 
hillside, with no distinguishing marks, 
mny be almost entirely undermined,' 
and yet not arouse hUKplcIon.

Holves under cover. They have Invent- 
ed scouting nnd camoufleurs* sharp- 
shooters* suits whiclw when. worn by 
the soldier, make him appear like a bit 
of the landscape, as a boidder. a l(»g, a 
stump, or a part of the foliage of a 
tree. 

Women Being Trained. 

Amcrlciin women camoufleurs arc 
being trained according to the same 
method as the men, under the Wom- 
en's League for National Service and 
under Lieutenant Towle. Discussing 
Iholr work, he siKd: 

"There isn't nny reason why tho 
women shouldn't do as well ns the 
men as cnmoutleurs — that Is, In mak- 
ing the materials behind the lines. It 
Isn't heavy work, but It demands In- 
genious ^vorkers, skilled In details." 

Tryon Ilall. the old C. K. G. Billings 
place on Wawhlngton Heights, bought 
by .Tolm D. Uoskefcller, .Tr., to bo 
given, ultimately, to the city for a 
park, Is the spot chosen for the prac- 
tical experimental work by the wom- 
en. Hither they go^ with Lieutenant 
Towle to try out tbejf camouflage suits 
and be photographed, wearing them, In 
dIfTeront posltbms, to see that they 
blend with different colors of the Innd- 
scnpo nnd wotdd he Invisible to tho 
enemy not only on the firing line but 
on the plates of the enemy pliotog- 
raphcr. 

This is tho most serious work that 
has been undertaken under the au- 
spices of the National League for 
Woman's .Service. Tho members of 
the camouflage corps, of wliom there 
are about 40, confidently expect to 
cross the water to assist in the camou- 
flage work -at wldch Kngllsh and 
French women nre already busy. 

They will not he accepted by the 
government as regular workers and 
enlisted for tho service until they hove 
completed their training and shown 
that they have nmdo good, hut the fact 
that Lieutenant Towle is on leave In 
ortler to Instruct them Is sufllclent 
proof that their work will be consid- 
ered. 

No Ago Limit for Women. 

There Is no age limit, up or down, 
for women Joining the corps, but each 
member must have had some practical 
technical training before she Joins. 
This keeps from the corps very yming 
girls. Tlie mendiers are young women 
who are self-supporting. They are 
nrtlslH, arcidtetits, metal workers, 
wood carvers, photognipriers, etc. It Is 
an exceptionally versatile and respon- 
sible group. They ' take a three 
months' course under Lieutenant 
Towle. 

Kuch niemher of tho class innktv 
and develops her own camouflage suit, 
according to her own Ideas, with the 
foundation .of Instruction that she has 
received. Suits as they Imve btM?n con- 
structed by the girls so far are in one 
piece, like a diver's suit, with a hood 
covering tho bond.

FOR 50 YEARS 

Death of Jim Jordan Closes Ca- 
reer of Picturesque 
Character. 




HIS VICTIIMS ARE MANY 



Gold Brick Artist of Early Border 

Days. Who Stole Million, Dies 

In Baltimore Hospital Dead 

Broke. 

Haltlmore. Md.— The death of Jim 
Jordnn at the ripe age of seventy-flvo 
years In tlie .Johns Hopkins hospital, 
has brought to an end the career of 
one of Uie greatest and most plctur- 
eMpie swindlers that America has ever 
produced. , .Tordan was not a "yeg" 
or'a "gunman" or a "holdup man." lie 
played tlie conlldence game In the 
early border dayH, wlica throeM.nr(i 
monte was the center of attractions In 
tlie numerous gnmbllng shacks In the 
West, and later sold "gold bricks" to 
the hmoccnt tenderfoots. Toward the 
end of his career as a confidenoo man 
Jordan betanie a poker shurk. lie 
crosiied the Atlantic on the luxurious- 
ly-equipped liners und never was 
averse to play a "(lulet little game." 
lie made a fortune estimated nt a mil- 
lion during the half century In* op- 
erated as u confidence umn. but when 
bo died he ran true to fonn and was 
broke. 

Began Career as "Steerer." 
Jordan si-rvcd his apprenticeship un- 
der "t'armda Ulll," the most successful 
confidence umn who roamed the West 
during the enrly days. He IlrHt was 
employed ns a "steerer," but Hhowed 
such early proficiency that he raplilly 
came to be full partner to "Canada 
JMIi." Jordan soon abandoned the 
monte game nnd wont Into the broad- 
er nnd more lucrative ileld afi'orded 
by the "gold brick" Industry, nnd rose 
stop by Ktnp to be one of the most suc- 
cessful poker sharks that operated on 
trnns-Atlaatlc liners plying between 
New York city aad European ports. 

Jordan bad a close call on the Ill- 
fated Titanic, which was destroyed at 
sea several years ago'. The swindler 
had been booked for passage nnd 
wuuld have sailed had not the steward 
discovered his Identity. 

Jim killed two and perhaps three 
men In the early days of the We.st. 
One of his victims was "Bill" Mat- 
tliewH, killed In Chicago, .lordan maile 
a run for it and reached California, 
hut cauio back and was picked up by 
the polire in a Chicago cufe. Jim was 
convicted and sentenced to liO years In 
tile pcniteutlary, lie served four years 
when he was panloncd. Jim then 
joined up with some railroad gamblers 
auil went to Denver. Colo., where he

shot Cliff Sparks, an Innocent bystand- 
er. In a fight in a gandillng iiouKe. 
They didn't Imng a man In those days 
for mistakes aad Jordaa came clear. 
"Sports" of Border Days. 

In the early border days .Ionian's 
name was known throughout the West. 
With Ids partner, "Canada lllli," head- 
quarters were established at tho fa- 
mous Marble hall, the rendezvous of 
"sports." They posed as farmers and 
dhla't need any makeup. During the 
Leadvlllo excitement Jordan and spv- 
ernl of his coafreres organized a gang 
that worked the cattle ranch game 
near Denver, Colo. They secured a 
small rimcb of about forty acres that 
burl n wide range extending Into the 
footbllls. In those days there were 
many KnglLsbmon going to the West 
looking for ranch Investments nnd 
some of these visitors knew very little 
about Western ways, 

Jordan would get In touch with one 
of these tenderfoots nnd take bim out 
to his ranch where ho would round up 
a nnml>er of cowboys who would 
reach "headauarters" Just for the fun 
of trhnmlng their giiest. They would 
have a fnke ranch superintendent nnd 
n fake set of hooks, showing how nmny 
calves they had braaded that season. 
They would point to the wide expanse 
nround their miniature ranch and call 
It their range. Jordan nnd his gang 
probnbly sold the ranch a dozen times 
for big figures. '

Hunting Monkeys 'in Burmah Is 
Full of Thrills.

Our most exciting sport at the Nnin- 
tlns ciimp . was hunting : monkeys, 
writes Roy Chopinnn Andrews In Har- 
per's. Every niorjilng we heiird quer- 
ulous notes, 'aoandlng much like the 
squenllng of very youog puppies, 
Iwhleh were followed by long drawn 
'siren wnlle.. AVIien- the shrill notes 
hnd reached tlieir highest pitch they 
would sink Into low, full tones exceed- 
ingly musical. '. 

We were Inspecting a line of triips 
placed along a trail which led up a vaU 
ley to n wide plateau when the quer- 
ulous squealing abruptly ceased. We 
moved on, alert and tense. The trees 
stretched upward n full 1150 feet, their 
tops spread out In u leafy roof. In 
the topmost branches of one we could 
Jiist discern a dozen balls of yellow 
fur from which proceeded discordant 
walls. 

It was a long i^nngeifor n shotgun, 
but the rifles were all In camp. I fired 
a charge of "BB's" nt the lowest mon- 
key and as the gun roared out the 
treetops suddenly sprang Into life. 
They were filled with nmning, leaping, 
hairy forms swinging at. Incredible 
speed from branch to branch— not a 
dozen, but n score of monkeys, yellow, 
brown and gray. 

The one.nt which I had shot seemed 
unaffected nnd threw himself fuU 
twenty feet to a horizontal limb below 
nnd to the right.

For the remainder 'of our stay nt 
the Nnmtlng river camp we devoted 
nursolves to hunting monkeys.- The 
pllibons soon became extremely wild. 
Although the same troop could usually 
bo found In the valley whore we had 
first discovered them, they chose hni- 
sldes on which It was almost Impos- 
sible to stalk them because of the 
thorny Jungle. "We went forward only 
when the cnlls wore echoing through 
the Jungle nnd stood motionless as 
the wnlMng oonsod. But In nplte of 
nil our care thoy would see or hear us. 
Then In sudden silence there would 
be n tremor of the brniiclies, splash I 
after splash of. Ii-nves, and the herd 
would swing awii.v throuKh' life track- 
loss treetops. 

Tlie glhlmns are well named Hylo- 
batcs or ''tree walkers," for they are 
entirely arliorenl nnd. although awk- 
ward nnd nlninst hoiiiless upon the 
prounil. once tliolr: long thin hands 
touch a brunch they become tmns- 
formed Into vprltiihio .spirits of the 
treetops. They launch themselves Into 
space, patch a branch twenty feet away 
to swing for an Instant nnd hurl them- 
selves to another. , It Is possible for 
them to travel through the trees faster 
tlmn n man can. run on open ground.

Arrangeutents have been completed 
by the post otllce deparimeni. which 
now controls the telegraph and toli>- 
pbone KysteniH, and hy the connnltteo 
on public Informntlon, for the prompt 
transmlspion of thu reports toparontn 
iind rclativcK of men kllkil and In- 
Jured In the battle. 
■ It Is admitted ut the war depart- 
ment that the daily cnsnalty llsta of 
ibe pnHt two wcekH have not adeguatc* 
ly rellected our losses abroad. The 
leason for this Iiuh been the dWIlcnlly 
faced by General PerHhliig In collect- 
ing the Infornnitlon. The llrsi list. 
Iiowever, Is practically ready for the 
(-able. 

While our losses in the present of- 
fensive are expected to be serlons and 
luay oven appear enormous to the cas- 
ual observer, they are renlly only com- 
niensnrate with the lighting now In 
inogress. They will ho lurge because 
of the terrinc righting of the imst two 
weeks and also because of the targ*- 
number of American troops engaged 
In the conflict. Latest reports give 
more thnn aOd.tXX) of our mou along 
the line of battle. 
^ Our troops nro widely scattered, 
fio«Y''-'i'- n'nl when Injured are re- 
niiivifcl to the nearest base hosiiltuls. 
whicj) nniy be our own, or the French 
or (lie Ilrlllsb. , This, together with 
other ohstncles, was explained by Hec- 
reiary Baker us follows: 

"I have received a cablegram from 
General Pershing with regard to re- 
ports of casurdtlcs. Ilo points out that 
our troops are still widely sepiirntcd. 
serving In nnmy places, and that our 
wounded are taken to French an<l 
nntlsh hospitals as well as to our own, 
ciiuslng the difllcnity and complication 
In securing nccurnte Information. In 
nddltlon to this, the troops ure sep- 
arated from their records while In the 
area of conlllct and must depend upon 
very lnade<|uate and temporary tele- 
graph lines which are subject to fre- 
quent Interruption and must, for the 
most part, be devoted entirely to tlie 
urgent business of the battle Itself, 

"General Pershing assures we that 
he Is making every effort to collect 
casualty lists, have them connrmed 
r.nd verllled and that they will be 
t rit nsml 1 1 ed promptly," 

The bigh-water mark In our casualty 
lists thus far has not exceeded aOO 
luinies In a single day, and these lists' 
represent only the dally toll of aver- 
age warfare. The present battle, how- 
ever, according to General March, 
elilef of staff, bus resolved Itself Into 
n conlllct wherein both sides "are try- 
ing to kill as nuuiy of each other as 
possible." 

There Is no disposition In the war 
department, though, to attempt to 
keep the truth of our losses from the 
American people. On the contrary, 
every effort has been made to let them 
know It. It was to correct the false 
Impression In some parts of the coun- 
try that we wero shielding losses that 
caused Secretary linker to cable Gen- 
onil Pershing, requesting all Informa- 
tion possible eoucernlng our recent 
and present cnsualtlc.^.

Washington, Aug. 0.— Ofllclnl state- 
ments hy the Anierlcmi and Japanese 
governments made here on Saturday 
aimounce that the plans for extending 
mllltnry aid to Itussla In Siberia will 
be undertaken hy the United States 
and .Tapiin nlone, with the other allied 
co-helllgoronts ns.senllag In principle. 
The statement as to the Washington 
government's purposes and alms In ex- 
tending tnllltnry and economic aid to 
Ilnssla, Issued In the form of n "state- 
uient to the press on the American- 
Japanese action In Siberia," from the 
acting secretary of state. Is as fol- 
lows : 

"In the Judgment of the government 
of the United States— a judgment nr^ 
rived at ::ftor repeated and vtfry 
searching consldcnitloiis of the whole 
situntlon— military Intervention In 
Uussla would he more likely to add to 
the present sad confusion there thnn 
to cure It and would Injure Uussia 
rather than help her out of her dis- 
tresses. 

"As the government of the United 
States sees the present circumstances, 
therefore, military action Is admissible 
In Itussla now only to render such pro- 
tection and help as Is possible lo tho 
C/.echo-SInvaks against the armed Auf*- 
trlnn and German prisoners, who nro 
attacking them and to steady any ef- 
forts at self-government or self-de- 
fense In which the ItuHslans them- 
selves may be willing to accept as- 
sistance. 

"With such objects In view tho gov- 
ernment of tlie United States Is now 
co-opcratlag with the governments of 
Franco and Great nrltoln In the neigh- 
borhood of Murmansk and Archangel. 
The Uniteil States and Japan are the 
only powers which are just now In a 
position to act In Siberia In sumdent 
force to accomplish even sucli mod- 
est objects us those that have been 
outlined. 

"The government of tho United 
Stutes has therefore proposed to the 
government of Jiipan that each of the 
two governments send a force of a 
few thousand' men to Vladivostok, 
with the purpose of c(w»peratlng as a 
single force In the safeguarding, so 
far as It amy, rlie country to the rear 
of tiic westward moving CzccIio-SIo- 
vaks, and the Japanese government 
has consented. 

"In faking this action, the govern- 
ment of the United States wishes to 
announce to the people of Uussin In 
tho niopt public and solemn manner 
that It rontemplates no Interference 
with the political sovereignty of Rus- 
sia, no Intervention In her Internal af- 
fairs, not even la tho local affairs of 
tho limited areas wiilch her mili- 
tary force, may he obliged to occupy, 
and no Impnlnnent of her territorial 
Inti'grlt;; elrlh-r now or hereafter, hut 
that what we are about to do has ns 
Its single nnd only olijert the r^nd; r- 
Ing of such nid ns shall he .icccptablo 
tn ihc lUiRsIan people thems'.dves In 
their endeavors to regain control of 
their own afTalrs. their own territory, 
and their own destiny. The Jnpaneso 
government. It Is understood, will Is- 
sue a sinUhir assurance. 

"These plans and purposes of tlio 
government of tho United States have 
been couuaunlcatod to the govern- 
ments of Groat Britain. France and 
Italy, and Ihoso governments have ad- 
vised the department ot state that 
they assent to them In principle. No 
conclusion that the government of the 
United Stiites has arrived at In this 
import a'nt unit I or Is Intended, bow- 
ever, as an clTort to restrict the ae- 
tUms or Interfere with the Independ- 
ent Judgment of the governmentti with 
wiiieh we are now associated In the 
war."

Calls on All Rail Employees to Do 

Their Utmost and to Expose 

Slackers. 

Wnshlngton, Aug. 1.— Uallway em- 
'ployees were told by Director General 
McAdoo, In announcing details of the 
wnge Increase for more than COO.OOO 
shopraori. that the aatlon expected new 
energy, from the workers In return for 
any Increases and Improvements In 
conditions and that strikes and other 
labor disturbances must lie eliminated. 

"In rcnching the conclusions upon 
which this order In based," said Mr. 
JIcAdoo. 'T have been keenly conscious 
not nlone of the Interests of the large 
number of railway employees who nre 
greatly benelltcd thereby, but also of 
my solemn duty to the American peo- 
ple to see to It that tho trust' they bnvo 
committed to me Is discharged faith- 
fully with justice to them. 

"Xo right decision can bo made 
which considers only the demnnds nnd 
Interests of any class of men apart 
from tho paramount Interest of tho 
public and tho supreme necessity of 
winning this war. 

"Now that tho decision has been 
made, tho American people, whose ser- 
vants we nil ni'e, expect every rail: 
road employee to devote hlmsolf with 
new energy to his work, nnd hy faith- 
ful nnd eOlcIent service to Justify the 
large Increase of pay nnd the Improve- 
ment In working conditions bcrehy 
granted.

Government Now Has Charge of Re- 
' cruitlng of Unskilled Labor 
for War Wqrk. 

Wasldngton, Aug. 3.— A shortage of 
,500.000 unskilled workers In war in- 
dustries Is slmwn In incomplete reports 
to the deiKirtment of labor's .federal 
employment service, which took over 
the recruiting of this class of bdiorfor 
war industries employing a umxhnuui 
force of 100 or mure persons. Final 
reports It was announced, ore ex- 
pected to show a siiortnge of 1,000,000 
workers. 

War Industry was dettncd In the an- 
npunconieut hy the employment service 
as "ibu nnuMifacture of products or 
erection of structures directly or Indi- 
rectly supplied to some department 
of the government for use In connec- 
tion with the wnr." Coal mining also 
was classllied as "wholly war work." 

While they will "be protected from 
recruiting by other Industries, rail- 
roads and farms must obtiiiu their un- 
Hklllcd labor by other nu'ans than 
through the federal employment serv- 
ice, the announcement siild. 

Through the operation of the system 
of governmeui recruiting, It Is believed 
uimoccssary movement of labor from 
comnmnlty to community and from In- 
dustry to Industry will bo obviated; 
wasteful labor turnover lie largely 
eliminated aud wages will be stabil- 
ized. 

The employment service, of which 
John n, Dcnsmoro has been named 
director general, will work through 
Btnto boards, which In turn will con- 
trol labor through community boards. 
.Machinery of the service bus been 
modeled largely on the phin or organ- 
limtlon utilized In administering the 
selective net. 

As now efTectlve, government re- 
cruiting will ripply only to unskilled 
labor. Ileguhttlons are being made 
wliereby It will be jiosslhle to extend 
the system to the recruiting of skilled 
labor. AH private agencies for the re- 
cruiting of loliornre prohibited. 

Tlio understanding, co-operation and 
good will of the American people are 
called on to aid In making tho system 
a success by Secretary Wilson. 

Control of the nation's telephone and 
telegraph systems also Is now In the 
hands of tho government. 

All otlicers and employees of tho 
companies, Mr. Burleson illrectod, will 
continue In the perfuniiniice of their 
present duties on the sauio terras of 
employment.

TO ADD 2,398,000 TO ARMY 



Provost Marshal General Crowder 

Suggests September 5 as Date for 

Registration of Men Within 

Proposed New Ages. 

Washington, Aug. 7.— The new nd- 
minlstrutiun bill. Introduced In both 
houses of congress on Monday to In- 
crease tho draft nges so as to include 
men between the ages of eighteen 
and forty-live, while not unopiiosed hi 
Ijoili house.'? of congress, Is practical- 
ly certain of adoption. 

I'rovost Slnrohai Gtuiernl Crowder, 
In a statement subndtted by Senator 
Chamberlain, suggests September 5 
as the date for a national registration 
of men within the proposed new ages. 

Weekly registration of youths at- 
taining the ages of twenty-one during 
the next few weeks was proposL^ by 
Genera* Crowder as the only means of 
obtalnlat' the *JOO,000 men to he culled 
to tlie colors In September. This 
could 1)0 dont' by presidential procla- 
mntion nnd would add about 80,000 to 
the number of men available. 

Senator Chamberlain said his com- 
mittee had been culled to meet, to 
begin consideration of Uie bill nnd 
that he hoped to rwjjort It out within 
a few days. 

Senator Ciuunberlaln presented a 
cunununicatlon from the secretary of 
wnr showing the nund)er of men af- 
fected by the bill. According to these 
ligures, 2,:tll8,000 men between the 
ages of eighteen nnd twenty Inclusive 
anri thirty-two and forty-five Inclusive 
would be subject to military service. 
Of this number COl.OOO would be men 
between thirty-two luid forty-tlve. 

Chairman Dent of the house ndlltary 
couunlltcc said he had no Inmiedlate 
plans except to expedite It as much- as 
possible. 

Tlie principal provisions of the bill 
are as follows; - 

"The president may draft such per- 
sons liable to ndlltary service In .such 
sequences of nges and at such time or 
times as he may prescribe; a citizen 
or subject of n country neutral In tlie 
present war who has declared his in- 
tention to become a citizen of tlie Unit- 
ed States shall be relieved from liabil- 
ity to military service upon his mnlc- 
Ing a declaration in accordance with 
such regidatlons as the president nuiy 
prescribe, withdrawing Ills Intention to 
become a citizen of the United States, 
nnd he Bball forever be debarred from 
becoming a ellizen of the United 
States."

How history repeats 
Itself and how Important qs well 
ns IntercsUng Is the , study of tho 
LKtln language become since tho war 
Is Illustrated in telling fn.shIon by a 
clnnslcar exhibit In the University of 
ritlsburgh. 

In the exhibit, wldch wnn arranged 
midpr the direction ofB. L, Ullmah of 
the Stntie Classical nssoclhtlbn, la n 
model of n bridge built over the Rhine 
by Caesiir. It wns made from the do- 
BcrlpUon given by Caesar. 

The bridge Is nimoat einctly like tho 
tenipornry bridge the 'soldiers at 
Plattsburg are now being taught to 
make arid on which they expect to 
cross the'RhIno ns they go Into the do- 
main of the kaiser. 

Tho Itoman bnlllsta. used to throw- 
stones nt;tho en'cmy.'Is. made exactly 
on the fifitno principle 'as the mnchlno 
used toiljiy to throw- trench bombs. 
Modern springs now take, the place of 
the twisted rawhide with which mo- 
menluui Was obtained by tho Roman 
machine. A model of the Roman bal- 
I'sta Is In the exhibit. 

On the same principle Is the catn- 
pult, used, by the Romans to shoot nr- 
rows. Several of the weapons used by 
the Roman soldiers. Including sword 
nnd spenr, foronmners of the bayonet, 
nre mnchllke those used In the pres- 
ent wnr/ Models of nil these are In 
this exhibit. There are also models 
of the Roman soldier nnd of tho sol- 
dier of today, both wonrlng headpieces 
of metnl-mach alike. 

The hpx who Is rending Cnesnr can 
tell you thnt Reims, whose wonderful 
cathedral has been destroyed hy the 
Oermnns. -was named from the Rami 
Irlbe mentioned by Caesar nnd that 
Rol.ssons takes Its name from (he Sues- 
slones tribe, cnnqnered hy Cnetrnr. Tlie 
Commentaries art? full of nnmes mnde 
fnmlllnr by the war going on today 
nnd the Rchoolhoy rmds with addml 
Interest Jiow Cnesnr defeated Arlovls- 
tns, klngof the Oermnn.'!, and won 
f'tlicr triumphs on thn same buttle 
front ns that of the allies today.
